orchard management nnd cover crops. 


Dr. Tail Butler, editor of the Pro- 


gressive Farmers nnd Southern Rurnl- 
ist, Memphis, and a lender in south- 
ern'1 agriculture for past 40 years, was 
the-chief speaker at n 45 minute gen- 
eral program following the 
noon 


lunch',hour.and a noon program of 
novelty music, contests and inspection 
of the station's building. 


Asks for Economic Justice •, 


Dr. Butler urged fHrmcrs to organ- 
*5ze"W fight Jorecono^TOaafeet'fb-r'. 
^Agriculture in his address. 
He de- 


glared that progress In securing such 
iJtJstico was to come from education of 


the fanner and the general pub- 


lic. Td overcome1 natural differences 
and man-made obstacles, Dr. .Butler 
urged production control, cooperative 
production and cooperative marketing. 
Citing the wide fluctuations of market 
prices of farm products over a period 
of 25 years. Dr. Butler asked how 
farmers could ever expect to plan 
their operations under such conditions 
unless some program for production 
control is adopted in the interest of 
the farmers of America.

terest In the liming experiments in 
connection with cantaloupe produc- 
tion. • The 5 year experiments show 
that the application of ground lime- 
stone on moderately ncid soils is a 
very profitable practice for cantaloupe 
growers. In all cuses, the plots were 
uniformity fertilized, some receiving 
no lime nnd others from one to four 
tons per acre at the beginning of the 


||lfexperiment. No lime has been added 
,'1} since the first year of the experiment. 


Plots receiving lime at the rate of one 
ton per aero continued U> make the 
best yeild, and more than doubled the 
yield of the plots receiving no lime.

A^Infected teeth are a source of 


danger to your .daughter's health, 
since the' infected material may be 
carried,by the blood to the joints. 
.to .the heart, to the nervous sys- 
tem, or to various other organs of 
the body, .and there set up a sec- 
ondary infection. If definite evi- 
dence of infection of the teeth is 
found, a competent dentist will tell 
you whether it is possible to clear 
up the infection, or whether the 
teeth should be 
removed.

Daughter would do well to follow 
such advice. 


"Evaporated milk-is condensed and 


.calmed without the addition of sugar. 
Therefore, much more heat is applied 
to'aid, preservation. 


Such milk may be heated almost to 


the boiling point for from 30 to 60 
minutes. As a result, it has a little 
more cooked taste than has con- 
densed miDt. Fluid usually is added 
'before it is used. 


Apparently, heating 
does not do 


much toward diminishing vitamins A 
and G (B-2), but it does seriously re- 
duce the amount of vitamins B-l and 
C in the milk. 


Dried milk and powdered milk us- 


ually are prepared by various pro- 
cesses, such as spraying partially 
evaporated milk into warm, dry cham- 
bers, or spraying milk on heated roll- 
v ers. 


Skimmed milk! is that from which

gravity or by centrifugal force.

hooka about the great miracles, of 
medical science; but never has he 
written as honestly, -an wisely, or as 
significantly as in his newest book, 
''Why Keep Them Alive?" 


His earlier books were fine examples 


This book is alight 
with the cold fury of a man who has 
looked upon wrong and who cannot 
be still until the wrong is set right.

''old ways? Why find ways to con- 
quer diphtheria, tuberculosis, menin- 
gitis, or rheumatic heart disease, when 
thousands of children will go on dy- 
ing of those dreadful maladies each 
year because their parents cannot af- 
'•foid to have them cared for? 


Why trouble to learn about vitamins, 


calories, and balanced diets, when mil- 
lions of children mustcontinue to go 
underfed 
Why, in short, measure the 


amount of good that our medical mir- 
acle-workers can do by the amount 
that can be paid 
for? Why make 


science the meek handmaiden of mon- 
ey? Why go hungry, sick, and cold 
when we might be fed, well, and 
•warm?

Where there is one child, the orig- 


Plus 
the influence of his elders and his 
training. There is no "family life" to 
slur the pattern. Both Anthony and 
Oliver were "pure" patterns. 


It is better then, I think, for an 


only-child to have company, partic- 
ularly if he is of the introvert type, 
inclined to draw too far into a world 
of his own. Grownups are too far 
away from the child's own interpreta- 
tions to have much effect. They may 
do all the wise things the books say 
and lead him as they 
think best 


toward all the higher thoughts and 
acts 06 life, and yet may leave the 
real child untouched.
